The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Specifically, 
with reference to independent claims 30 and 35, none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the ophthalmologic instrument specifically including, as 
the distinguishing features in combination with the other limitations, the astigmatism 
compensator comprising two cylindrical lenses of opposite signs or two toric lenses of 
opposite signs, wherein the lenses are independently rotatable around the optical axis 
of the compensator, and a system for setting the initial turning angles of the lenses.
